Thanks to last year’s “Journey Through the Bible” 
series led by Ken and Kathy Van Asma, our 
Thursday evening Lectio Divina group at St. 
Martin’s, and now Renew, I have developed a 
great curiosity about the scriptures. I thought there 
must be some on-line scripture study courses 
somewhere out there, so I went searching. And I’d 
like to share what I found. 


Boston College, a Jesuit school, has some good 
on-line, non-credit courses available for a very 
reasonable cost. I enrolled in a course called 
“Encountering Mark, Matthew, and Luke: The 
Synoptic Gospels.” It’s a six-week course led 
by Fathers Michael Himes and Phillip 
Cunningham. It cost me $75. Each week we 
are given reading assignments, we watch some 
on-line videos, and then we write short 
reflections, which are shared on-line with the 
other class participants. Then all 24 
participants comment on each others’ 
reflections, and our instructors comment on 
them as well. This has been a powerful 
experience. 

The participants come from everywhere. For 
example, we have a Catholic schools 
consultant from Australia, a director of 
development for the Salvation Army in 
Boston, a fund-raiser from Martha’s Vineyard, 
a parish secretary from California, an RCIA 
director from Minneapolis, some Christian 
Education directors, a Sister, who we haven’t 
heard from yet, and several run-of-the-mill lay 
people like me. 

Besides the course I am taking, there are 
several other offerings, for example: “The 
Creed: What We Believe,” “Parents Handing 
on the Faith,” “Spirituality Matters,” “What 
Makes us Catholic,” and “Women Envisioning 
Church.” They offer discounts if several 
members of the same parish enroll in a class.
